Thousands of Old Soldiers March to Their 
Posts in Line in the Drizzling Rain This 
Morning—Gen, Fairchild Ready to Go— 
Prospects of Cold, Clear Weather To- 
Morrow—How the Day Was Spent at 
National Headquarters—National Coun- 
cil of the Woman’s Relief Corps in Ses- 
sion—The Veterans in Camp Damp, But 
Cheerful—Trains Delayed and Arrivals 
Scattering—Grand Army Gossip. 


LL NIGHT long the 
rain drizzled on the 
camps of the Grand 
Army. It was never a 
good, steady down- 
pour, but always an un-

PaRIS, September 27.—Grave apprehensions 
have been caused here by the state of affairs 
resulting from the unfortunate shooting ofa 
French officer by Germans on the Franco- 
German frontier Saturday. Even the most 
moderate and conservative of the Paris news- 
papers join in the resolute demand for full 
reparation and explanation from the German 
Government, and M. Herbette, the French 
Ambassador at Rarlin, bes been instructed by 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs here to address 
a strongly worded note on the subject to 
Prince Bismarck. 

UNFOUNDED APPREHENSIONS. 

LONDON, September 27.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of the Daily News, referring to the 
Franco-German frontier incident, says: ‘‘lt 
is clear that the apprehensjons felt in some 
quarters are unfounded. Should the inquiry 
prove that a German official has exceeded his 
duty, we take it for granted that Germany 
will not hesitate to give full satisfaction to 
France. The present frontier regulations 
must be changed if bath Powers really wish to 
prevent similar occurrences.’’

But if they did the few 
States that make the bulk of the whisky 
could thus derive an enormous revenue 
from the whisky consumed in other 
States. In the States where grain is 
cheapest whisky could hear a heavier 
tax than in other States. To 
encourage the manufacture some States 
would refuse to tax the article at all;

will represent ‘‘The Expulsion From Eden,’’ 
Adam and Eve driven forth after their sin from 
the beautiful garden which their Creator had 
given them for an abode. The narrative of

the event described in such fewand simple 
words in the third chapter of Genesis is told 
in living reality. It will be remembered that 
after having eaten of the forbidden fruit 
Adam and Eve heard thevotce of the Lord 
walking in the garden in the coolof the day, 
and hid themselves, and the Lord discovered 
Adam’s sin by his confession of i his 
shame on account of his nakedness, he 
placed the curse upon them, and making 
coats of skins for them, drove them out of the 
garden. The moment of their departure from 
the grateful shade of the luxuriant follage is 
the scene which will be produced. Adam and 
Eve are clothed in garments of skins. Adam 
bas his back turned upon the beautiful gar- 
den, but Eve is partly turned as if to gaze 
longingly at the pleasures lost to them for- 
ever, and has her hand¥o her forehead as if 
dazzied by the light of the flaming sword, 
which turned every way to guard the tree of 
life, and held by cherubim. The two figures, 
Adam and Eve, with their surroundings with 
the cherubim and flaming sword, will makea 
striking picture. Of course Eve will be beau- 
tiful and queenly in her graceful bearing, not- 
withstanding ber rude garments of skin and 
the lack of those attractions which the skill of 
the milliner and dressmaker add to the charms 
of women. 
THE FOURTH FLOAT 

will show the first tragedy which stained with 
blood the virgin soil of the new-made earth. 
It is the story of ‘‘Cain and Abel,’’ and the 
rfatricide which sent Cain out in the world 
with the brand of crime upon his brow. The 
killing of Abel by his brother Cainis told in 
few words in the fourth ohapter of 
Genesis, where it said that the 
two brothers offered up sacrifices 
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Cain and Abel. 

Cain of the fruits of the earth and Abel of the 
first-born of his flocks, and that Abel’s offer- 
ing was acceptable to the Lord while Cain’s 
was not, so that Cain was angry and rose up 
and slew his brother. The scene of the 
tragedy will be depicted on the float. The 
two smoking altars are standing near and in 
the foreground are the figures of the brothers 
clothed in skins. Abelis lying prostrate on 
the ground, on his back, and Cain is over 
bim with one hand ojutching bis throat and 
the other holding uplifted aciub with which 
he is about to brain his brother. Abel has one 
arm and hand on the ground attempting to 
support his body and thé other hand grasps 
Cain’s wrist as if to tear his grasp from his 
throat. The float can not failto be realis- 
tically effective. 

THE FIFTH FLOAT 

will have for a subject the attempted sacrifice 
of Isaacfor a burnt offering by his father, 
Abraham. In the Twenty-second Chapter of 
Genesis, the Bible describes how the Lord ap- 


ve ee see Mae 
offering, and how Abraham obeyed, laying 
the wood upon Isaac’s shoulders, and bimeelf 
Carrying the sacrificial knife and the fire, and 
of how Isaac asked where the offering was, 
and Abraham replied that the Lord would pro-: 
vide one and how, having bound Isaac upon 
the pile Abraham was about to strike when 
the angel called out of Heaven and, forbade 
his killing his son, and finally of how Abraham 
looked and saw aram caught by the horns in a 
thicket of bushes. The moment when Abra- 
bam’s up-lifted hand witn the gleaming knife 
was about to strike his son; when it wae ar- 
rested by the angel, is the moment chosen for 
lilustration. The altar, the young man bound 
upon it and the aged father about to kill him, 
with the ram caught fm the thicket by the 
altar, make a striking and dramatic picture. 

THE SIXTH FLOAT * 

will illustrate the story of the selling of Joseph 
into captivity by his brethren. The climax of 
the story of fraternal jealousy and hate will 
be vividly pictured. The scene is an oriental 
one, with a glowing sunset sky and palm trees 
limned on the crimson horizon. Joseph, 
stripped of his beautiful coat of many colors. 
stands helpless and bound among his 
brothers and the Ishmaelite merchants, 
who are -wrangling over the price 
of the young man. The deep pit 
into which his brothers first cast Joseph, in- 
tending to leave him to die,is shown in the 
front, and near itis Joseph’s coat, which was 
afterwards dippéd in blood and was carried to 
Jacob as proof of his favorite son’s death. The 
camels of the Midianites whoare traveling 
into Egypt are seen, and the spectacle, with

THE SEVENTH FLOAT 


continues the history of Joseph and repre- 
sents his kind revenge upon his brethren 
when they went into Egyptto buy corn to 
keep them, their families and aged father 
from starvation. The subject is ‘‘Joseph Dis- 
tributing Corn to His Brethren.’’ 
Joseph has become the _ all-powerful 
Governor of the rich land of Egypt an 
Counselor to Pharaoh. His brothers have 
come into Egypt to buy a little corn 
which the wisdom of Joseph has stored 
up against the famine. The scene Is 
in the granary, where Joseph is having 
his brothers’ sacks filled with corn. Joseph 
is attired in his magnificent robes of state, 
with the Egyptian head-dress, and attended 
by a slave who carries a fan, which he keeps 


waving about his head. His brethren, clad In 
the simple garments of the shepherds, are 
filling their sacks from the immense store of 
grain, while their asses sre standing by awalt- 
ing their burdens. There will be a rich ori- 
ental coloring and style about this float which 
wil) make it exceedingly attractive. 
THE EIGHTH FLOAT 

is one of two illustrating events in the life of 
Moses. This float represents the child of the 
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Moses in the Bulrushes.

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KNOCKING OUT NICCOLLS. 


Prof. David Swing Humorously Defends the 
Velled Prophets’ Bible Ta bleaux. 


Prof. David Swing, the progressive divine of 
Chicago, inthe Evening Journal of that city 
takes Dr, 8. J. Niccols and other gentlemen to 
tesk for objecting to the illustrations of 
scenes from the Bible in the Veiled’Prophets’ 
pageant. While Prof. Swing labors under 
some delusions with regard to the character 
of the spectacle, yet he treats the subject in a 
racy and interesting style. He says: 

The orthodox clergymen of 8t. Louls are 
pained at the thought that the next procession 
of the ‘‘Veilled Prophets’’ will be adorned 
with scenes from the Bible. There will be a 
tableau of Moses, a tableau of Jonah, a 
tableau of Joseph and his dream, and thus 
onward for a mile or two. It is feared by 
some of the clergy that such a display will 
tend to bring the Old Testament down from 
its height of reverence and to injure religion. 

Much might be said against the position 
taken by the orthodox clergy. The ‘‘Veiled 
Prophets’’ are a set of rather foolish old boys, 
who are not worthy of any special notice from 
the pulpit. Their parade onee a year can not 
have much influence for or against the real 
cause of Christianity. They are a refined form 
of those old earthquake companies which 
were inthe habit of exhibiting only the de- 
formities and monstrosities of which man 
and beast are capable. Even if those ‘‘ Veiled 
Prophets’’ intend to make grotesque or bur- 
leeque pictures of Bible stories they will thus 
only use aéi privilege granted to aili 
fun-makers—that of selecting grave 
subjects because they make con- 
trast easy and powerful. Itis lawful to make 
a tableau of Washington cutting a cherry tree, 
and sotofashion it that all spectators will 
scream with laughter. Nooneishurt. There 
are some pages in history which will not bear 
any comic treatment—pagesa from the last 
days of Christ and St. Paul and 
even of Abraham Lincoln; but nearly 
alilthe episodes of the Old Testament have 
been repeatediy pictured in ahumorous as- 
pect—served up in the form of jokes and deait 
outasfoodfor laughter. The college songs 
have for many years been making use of 
**Moses’’ and other worthies, and yet the 
Presidents of these colleges have not felt that 
it was necessary for them to throw around 
Moses the protection of their dignity. The 
sODKg:

He led the animals two by two, 

The elephant and the kangaroo, ete., etc., 
was wont to resound ina college which was 
noted as a factory of orthodox preachers. The 
song did notaffect in the least the general 
good standing of Noah and his family. 

Bishop Beckwith of Georgia set going here 
the story of the preagher who, in reading his 
morning lesson, turned two pages, and passed 
from Noah’s wife to the dimensions of the 
ark, and suddenly made Noah’s wife to have 
been 300 cubits long and fifty wide! Now the 
St. Louis clergymen need not lament over this 
injustice done to Mrs. Noab, for as to profound 
respect for both Mr. and Mrs. Noah no clergy- 
man can surpass the Bishop of Georgia. 

Artemus Ward, when he exhibited his pano- 
rama of the Bible, said: ‘*Ladies and gentie- 
men, this picture is that of Daniel inthe lion’s 
den. You can tell which is Daniel by noting that 
man in the cavern there, with a blue umbrella 
under his arm.’’ 

In the possession and deeds of piety Chica- 
go would not wish to fallone lota behind St. 
Louis, but this city certainly must be permit- 
ted to feel thatthe clergymen over the river 
are too sensitive as to the Old Testament 
worthies. President McCosh was too sensitive 
at LBoston. He demanded that rever- 
ence should be shown his ancestors 
and Dr. Holmes forgot to comply. So Dr. Nic- 
colls of St. Louis is liable to express too much 
sympathy for those far-off Judean relatives. 
He must dry up his tears and permit Mark 
Twain to weep atthe tombof Adam and to 
start a monument fund in New York City; and 
must permit the Life to publish ajournal kept 
ontheark by @ passenger who had the good 
fortune to be aboard during the entire trip. 

Dr. Niccolis would himself indulge in a laugh 
alfould he read how the giraffe got loose and 
ateup the roman candies which Shem and 
Ham intended to fire off when they should de- 
tect the harbor at Ararat. 

Dr. Nicoolls should also remember that 
there are thousands of persons in 8t. Lonis

They will learn by i ~»pictures 
of Bible scenes what they can 
never learn from the base bail grounds 
alone, norfrom a life-long association with 
cigars and beer.

If, then, there 
are signs of dense ignorance in this city, one 
may infer that to many minds in 8t. Louis 
the march of the Veiled Prophets will come as 
a much needed revelation. 

No report has reached this region that the 
‘*Velled Prophets’’ are preparing only beauti- 
ful or comic floats. Itmay be that when the 
panorama eshali open the clergy will be 
amazed at the pertinent usefulness of 
some of the tableaux. Should there 
be & wagon devoted to the fate oj 
Lot’s Wife, who was turned into a pillar of 
salt because she could not conceive of any 
motive of life greater than the wearing of

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GRAND ‘ARMY BADGES 


GRADUAL EVOLUTION OF THE FAMILIAR 
EMBLEM NOW WORN. 


An Interesting Bit of History—A Minute 
Description of the Badge—Manufactured 
From Cannon Captured During the Re. 
bellion—How the Departments Are Dis- 
tinguished. 


Ata special ‘theeting of the Encampment 
held in New York Clty on October 27 and 28, 
1868,a badge was adopted which was described 
asfollows: ‘**The badge is of bronze made 
from cannon captured in different decisive 
battles during the late rebellion, and In form 
a five-pointed star, similar in design to the 
200 medals of honor authorized by the act of 
Congress to be given to soldiers and sailors 
most distinguished for meriforious and gal- 
lant conduct during the late war. 

The design adopted by the Grand Army of 
the Republic wes arranged by Gen. F. A. Star- 
ring, Inspector-General of the order, and is 
described as follows: 

The obverse—In the center of the badge isa 
figure of the goddeas of liberty, representing 
loyalty ; on either. side a soldier and sailor 
clasping hands, representing fraternity; and 
two little children recefving benediction and 
assurunce of protection from the comradesf 
etc., representing eharity. On each side o- 


the group is the national flazgand eagie, 
resenting freedom, and the ax or fosaie > ° 
rods and fasces, representing union. In each 
point of the star is the insignia of the various 
arms of the service, viz: the  bugie 
for infantry, cress cannons for artili 
cross muskets for the marines, cross awo 3 
for cavalry and the anchor for sailors. Over 
the central group are the words, ‘‘Grand 
Army of the Re abite, *"*? and under the word 
and figures, 861—V eteran—1866,'* commem- 
orating the BS. ok poe, and close of the 
rebellion, and also the date and organization 
of the order. 

The reverse side represents a buneh of 
laurel—the crown and reward of the brave—in 
each point of the star. ‘The national shield in 
the center, surrounded by the twenty-four 
recognized corps badges, numericaily ar- 
ranged, each on a keystone, and all linked to- 
gether, showing they are united, and will 
guard and protect the shield of the nation. 
Around the center is a circle of gtars 
representing the a’ of the Union and 
the Grand ane the Republic, The 
clasp is composed of the figure of an eagie, 
with crossed cannon and ammunition repre- 
senting defense; the eagle with the drawn 
sword boverin over and always ready to pro 
tectfrom insult and dishonor: the National 
flag, which is also the emblem and ribbon ol! 
the order. 

At the Encampment in 1878 the Committee on 
Official Badges reported in favor of a badge to 
be worn by allofiicers in the Grand Army of 
the Republic when on duty such‘as on occa- 
sions of ceremony, this badge to consist of a 
miniatore strap and a plain ribbon, to which 
shail be pendant the bronze star of the 
membership badge; the strap to be one 
and one-half inches in length, one-half 
inch in width, enameled, with a border 
one-sixteenth of an inch in width, of gold or 
gilt, andon it to be” insignia of official posi- 
tion in the Grand a of the Republic, mak- 
ing use of the familiar star, eagle, leaf and 
bar ofthe old service substantia ally as deter- 
mined and recommended for official badges b 
the National Council of Administration an 
announced in circular No. 6, Headquarters 
Grand Army of the Republic, anuary 
4, 1869 ; except that for aides- 
de-camp to Department Commanders 
a silver leaf; for the words ‘‘Grand 
Commander’’ be read ‘‘Department Com- 
mander;’’ the field in general to be, for Na- 
tional and department oficers, black; ‘for Post 
Officers dark Diue. 

The ribbon to be one and one-half inches tn 
length in the clear*’and one and one-fourth 
inches ip width;and in color, for national 
officers, buff; for department officers, red 
(cherry), and for Post officers, light biue. 

This badge to be worn conspicuously on the 
left breast of the coat. 

To distinguish the different departments a 
miniature shield in gold or gilt, with the coat- 
of-arms of the State, may be worn pendant to 
the strap. This report was adopted. 

At the Encampment in 1874 it was decided to 
allow past officers in the Grand Army to wear 
the strap of the official badge proper for the 
highest position held by them in the order 
with a clasp upon the ribbon proper for such 
a beneath the bronze eagle ofthe mem- 

ership badge, to which the whole shall be 
pendant. 

Some difficulty was at first experienced in 
making badges from the captured cannon, on 
account of the hardness of the metal. That 
has been overcome, and the National Encamp- 
ment has in several ways declared that unless 
Grand Army badges are made of captured 
rebel cannon, they are asham. 

At the Encampment in 1884, a button, to be 
worn in the left lapel of the coat, was adopted.

ONE OF THE MOST IMPORTANT ADJUNCTS 
OF THE CIVIL WAR. 


The Origin of Signaling—‘‘Fire Swingers” of 
the Greek and Koman Armies—Movable 
Telegraph Trains—Gen. Sherman’s Fa- 
mous “Hold the Fort’’ Message. 


One of the important adjuncts to the service 
of the Union cause dufing the civil war was 
the Signal Corps of the army. This corps had 
engaged in it some of the brightest minds, and 
many old soldiers and their comrades of the 
corps, whose names do not bear in a large de- 
gree the impress of fanie, but who contributed 
as largely to the great cause as others whose 
duty led them into the thickest ofthe battles, 
will remember their,hazardous service as her- 
alds of approaching danger to the army, 
which was often invaluable to the Union 
forces, and equally as disastrous to those of 
the Confederacy. 

Signaling was known and practiced in the 
Greek and Roman wars. The signalmen were 
called fire-swingers. Hannibal at Agrigen- 
tium swinging fire told the progress of his 
operations as our torchmendid. By Napo- 
leon, and in the Crimean war, signaling was 
used to advantage. The Indians of North 
America haye long used means of signal com- 
munication. However, to this country and 
this age belong the credit of developing 
this branch of military art to that state 
of perfection which has inspired the En- 


glish, Prussians, French,8wedish and other na- 
tions to adopt signaling into their armies as a 
part of a soldier’s training. This development 
has stimulated in a great degree and was inci- 
dental to the introduction of the electric tele- 
graph, which has so recently come into such 
universal use in modern military operations. 
The telegraph usesa codeof sigtals which 
may be transmitted in 
of ways—by sound, by sight,

WASHINGTON, D. O., September 27.—Presi-

POST COMMANDERS. 


SKETCHES OF SOME OF THOSE WHO ARE 
NOW HERE, 


And Who Led Their Posts in the Great 
Parade To- Morrow—Interesting War 
. Records—The Kind of Stuff That Soldiers 
Are Made Of—Brief Histories of Busi- 
ness and Military Oareers. 


Dr. N. 8. Richardson, OCommiander Post No. 
28, G. A. K., Macon, Mo., was born in Ohio in 
August, 1830, and he graduated at the Medical 
College of Ohio. He entered thearmy as act- 


in Kentucky and Tennesses. In December, 
1862, he was commissioned First Assistant Sur- 
geon, One Hundred and Eighteenth Ohio In- 
fantry. In East Tennessee he was placed in 
charge of the field hospital of the Second Divis- 
ion, Twenty-third Corps. After the fall of 
Atlanta he. was transferred to the Second Divis- 
ion of OCavairy, Army of the Potomac, and 
was commissioned surgeon of the Thirteenth 
Ohio Cavairy. He was présent during the 
siege of Petersburg and the last campaign up 
to Gen. Lee’s surrender. He was seriously in- 
jured at Farmersville in April, 1865, but con- 
tinued on duty. Dr. Richardson was only 
absent twenty days during the whole period 
of his service. 

B. P. DEAN, 
Commander of Gen. Geo. R. Smith Post No. 
58, G. A. R. Department of Missouri, was born 
at Greenville, O., in October, 1828. In 1861 he 
raised acompany for the Twenty-sixth Mis- 
souri Volunteers and was commissioned its 
captain. He received thrée wounds in the 
battie of Iluka, Miss. Gen. Rosecrans de- 
clared that the Eleventh and Twenty-sixth 
Missouri saved the day. Dean was commis- 
sioned Colonel by Gov. Gamble after his pro- 
motion for gallant conduct at Champion Hills 
and atthe attack on the fortifications at Vicks- 
burg. He was among the first to cross the 
Tennessee at midnight, November 23d, 1868, 
and attack the Confederate forces at Missouri 
Ridge, causing them to fall back 
from Lookout Mountain. In July, 
1864, he was assigned to the command 
of t he Third Brigade of the Third Division, 
Fifteenth Army Corps. On thel0th of Novem- 


ber he moved forward for the Sherman march 
to the sea, and in January, 1865, was mustered 
out of the service with his regiment at. Savan- 
nah, Ga. He has since been twice elected 
Mayor of Union and has resided in Sedalia for 
ten years. 
W. JONES TERRELL, 
Post Commander of Harrisonville Post, No. 
, G. A. R., was born in Obio in 1834, and he 
enlisted in the Eighty-seventh Ohio Volun- 
teers in May, 1862. e was discharged in 
October with heaith broken. He subsequently 
engaged in the practice of law at Harrison- 
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ing assistant surgeon in July, 1861, and served | 


For more than two years he served as private 
in Hancock’s Second Corps, Army of the 
Potomac. In 1864 he was commissioned Captain 
and was at that time the youngest officer hold- 
ing such rankin the army. He was subse- 
quently promoted after the battle of Chancel- 
lorsville for meritorious serviceson the field.

Commander of Custer Post, No.7, G. A. R., 
St. Joseph, Mo., was born at Boston, Septem- 
ber 26, 1841. Heenlisted at Dover, N. H., in 
August, 1862, in Com any K, Eleventh N. H. 
Infantry, and was in Gen. Burnside’s Ninth 
Army Corps,Second Division,Second Brigade. 
He was badly wounded atthe battle of Fred- 
ericksburg, Va., in December, 1862, and he re- 
mained at the Campbell Hospital at Washing- 
ton until February, 1863. He received his dis- 
charge in May, 1863, and has since engaged in 
the printing business. 
. Cc. W. RUBEY, 
Meade. Post No. 48, G. A. R., was born in 
Cooper County in 1836 and served as Captain 
ofCompany L.* Sixteenth Missouri Cavalry. 
The last year of the war he served on the staff 
of Gen. John B. Sanborn, as District Inspect- 
or, with headquarters at Springfield. He 
took part in all the engagements on the Price 
raid in Missouri in the fall of 1864, and, re- 
ceiving a gunshot wound at the battle of New- 
tonia in October, 1864, was mustered out of the 
service afew months later. He has since fig- 
ured in local politics and subsequently en- 
gaged in business. 


FF. WENZ, 

Commander of Chester Harding Post, No. 182, 
G. A. R., Department of Missouri, enlisted at 
the age of 18 years in Company A, Forty-third 
Regiment Missouri Volunteers and was mus- 
tered in on the 8th of August, 1864. He was 
taken prisoner at Glasgow on the 15th of Octo- 
berfollowing. He was mustered outof the 
service in June, 1865, and has since engaged in 
retail business at &t.

EDWIN C. SILLIMAN, 
Commander of Chenoa Post, 185, G. A. R., was 
born at Peoria in 1840. He enlisted in 1562 in 
the Eighty-sixth Illinois Infantry and served 
as a private until the regiment was discharged 
in June, 1865. He took part in the battles of 
Perryville, Mission Ridge, Chickamauga, and 
went witn Sherman to the sea. He subse- 
quently bore a part in the investment in Sa- 
vannah, Ga., “and thence went on at Rich- 
mond and took part in the battles of Benton- 
ville and Averysboro. 

SAMUEL PEADODY, 

Post Commander, Department of Iowa, G. A.

No Distinction of Rank in the Grand Ar- 
my—All Are Comrades. 


Titles gained elsewhere are sunk in the 
Grand Army. Oneof the rules of the order is 
as follows: 

‘‘In the meeting of the various bodies of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, members shall 
be addressed only as ‘Comrades,’ excepting 
when holding office, when they shall be ad- 
dressed by the title of the office which they 


hold tn the Grand Army of the Republic.’’ 
For a brief period a system of inequality was 
inforce, but it proved detrimental to the 
Army.

The Encampment at Cincinnati in 1869 adopt- 
ed a series of rules to put in operation the sys- 
tem of graces.

First—That the following should be eligible 
to the third grade upon taking the obligations: 

All present and past officers of the National 
Encampment and of the several Department 
Encampments; all present and past Com- 
manders, Vice-Commanders Adjutants, 

artermasters, caemoces and Chaplains of 

osts, together with all members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic who shall have been 
members eight months; provided, that they 
shall bein good standing in their respective 
Posts and Departments and free from all 
on the first day of July, 1869; and provi m 
aes take the several obligations prior 8 
first day of September, 1869. 

Second—Provided that comrades who have 
been members two months should constitute 
the second eo on taking the obligation, ete. 

Third—All recruits received on and after 
July 1, 1869, should constitute the first grade. 
This system was in force two years, and was 
abolished by the National Encampmentat Bos- 
ton in 1871, as hundreds of Posts and thousands 
of members had been lost to the Grand Army 
because they would notsubmit to this reorgani-

THE HUGHES-HALLETT SCANDAL , 


Mr. Henry Smith Gives a Full Explanation of 
the Ellingham Hall Incident.

Loypox, September 27.—Mr. Henry Smith 
of Ellingham Hall, at whose house Ool. 
Hughes- Hallett’s intrigue was discovered, ad- 
dressed last evening the following long letter 
to the editor of the Evening News, for the pur- 
pose of correcting errors in the various re- 
ports as to what did really take place at his 
house.

HOW WORTH KILLS OFF A DISTINOTLY 
AMERICAN PRAOTIOB. 


The Stringent Rules of the Man Milliner’s 
Mammoth Establishment—The Latest 
Wrap—Novelties in Cloaks and Dresses 
—Large Tournuries to Go— The Substitute 
for the Big Bustle—Lagest Changes of 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DIsPATCH. 

Parts, September 16.—The city is crowded 
with Americans just now, andon the boule- 
vards and on the Rue de la Pain the familiar 
accents of one’s native tongue are heard s0 
constantly that the passer-by might well 
imagine that he was in New York or Chicago. 
Especially is this the case at Worth’s, where 
some magnificent trousseaux for American 
brides have just been finished and sent off, 
and where there is a constant crushof cus- 
tomers and a flutter of executing orders. And 
the throng is that of real purchasers, be it 
understood, for none of the leading dress- 
makers of Paris, and particularly Worth, the 
greatest of them all, will tolerate for a mo- 
ment the American pastime of ‘‘shopping’’ 
so called, which consists in going to look over 
the stock at astore or a dressmaking estab- 
lishment, to price, inspect and try on in- 
numerabie articles without any intent to pur- 
chase. You cannot ‘‘shop’’ in this fashion at 
Worth’s, try you never so hard. The visitor 
on arriving finds herself in a long corridor 
lighted with huge windows reaching 
from the floor tothe ceiling atone side. A 
heavy curtain at the right-hand end of the 
corridor conceals the entrance to a series of 
fitting-rooms. At the left extends a suite of 
rooms where silks and satins and velvets are 
stored, and where the purchaser, after de- 
ciding upon the fashion of a dress mM the 
rooms up-stairs, descends to select materials. 
There is not a gow n or a garment visible, ex- 
cept, perhaps, a . stray corsage in 
the hands of a workwoman, hurrying 
to the fitting-rooms, or a skirt that ig hanging 
against the wall to receive the final touches 
from the band of the master of the house hin- 
self. It has often been suggested to me by 
American ladies that I should go with them 
to Worth’s, ‘‘not to buy anything, but just to 
look around,’’ and I aiways decline the office, 
asthe errand would prove a fruitiess one. 
Even when the visitor ascends the staircase 
to the show-rooms no store of dresses and 
cloaks is visible. Allthe pattern articles are 
hung up in an inner room, and are locked 
up in the large oaken wardrobes which 
line the walls. These precattions are 
necessary to prevent the appropriation of the 
styles of the house by the minor dressmakers 
of Paris. In fact there is only one room in the 
whole establishment dedicated to the display 
of finished toilettes, and this has space to 
show off some six or eight dresses only at a 
time. For Worth deals too conscientiously 
with his customers to regularly make a show 
of any specially magnificcnt dresses that are 
created to fill orders. Sometimes 
the ball-dresses of the Empress of Rus- 
sia or the Queen of Italy or a series of costumes 
for some splendid fancy-dress bail, or the 
toilets of some peculiarly gorgeous trousseau 
will be on view for some three or four hours, 
butthatisall. These displays are never ad- 
vertised and are only known to the hd@bitues 
of the house. And Worth never has any spring 
and fall openings. 

WOVELTIES IN CLOAKS AND DRESSES. 

This year the styles of the house are most 
enchanting; lovelier, Ithink, than they have 
been for some years past, but perhaps this 
impression its simply owing te the fact of their 
} mo¥elty. A good many changes are to be sig- 
nalized during the coming season. Pilaited 
waists will be much worn in soft pliable ma 
terials. The basque will almost wholly dis- 
appear, corsages being cut pointed at 
the waist, or in some instances 
round with a girdle. These new 
styles are only suited to slender forms, soa 
very short basque will be conceded to the cor- 
sage of any dress intended fora stout, short- 
waisted wearer. Some of the new sleeves are 
laid in plaits inaround melon shape to the 
elbow, finishing in a close-fitting coat-sleeve 
from the elbow to the wrist. This style is es- 
pecially advantageous when the dress is in 
two materials, the top of the sleeve being in 
the piain stuff, and the lower partin that 
which is figured or brocaded. Full sleeves, 
plaited at the shoulder and at the wrist, are 
seen on cashmere or crape dresses; but they 
do not seem destined to very widespread 
popularity. For demi-tollette wear, lace 
sleeves composed of rows of finger- wide lace 
encircling the arm, and having a narrow -bias 
band of satin between each two rows, are de- 
cidedly in vogue and are exceedingly pretty. 
They are of the close, coat-sleeve shape and 
must fit the arm without being too tight. 
They have, however, the defect of diminishing 
the apparent length of the limb, and so are 
not altogether liked by ladies who are so for- 
tunate as to possess plumpand well-moulded 
arms.

A POST-OFFICE SENSATION. 


The Mysterious Disappearance of a Valua- 
ble Package of Jewelry. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

New YORK, September 27.—Hoboken’s Post- 
master and the officials connected with his of- 
fice are ina state of great excitement and 
worry over the disappezrance of a package 
containing jewelry valued at $5,000. The dis- 
appearance of the valuables bas caused more 
concern than their aggpelintring ¢ value, Ii was 
not until Sunday thatthe firsaj inkling of such 


possibility as the lose ef the jewels was devel- 
loped, and the story isa curious one in all its 


learned of the circumstances the facts sur- 
rounding the disappearance are as follows: 

Henry Wilson, a wealthy broker of New 
York City, arrived on the steamer Ems on 
July 3 last. He hadin his possession jeweiry 
consisting of three pairs of braceletsand a 
peari necklace, with a diamond pendant,the to- 
tal value ofthe jewelry being estimated at $5,000. 
The jewels were purchased in London, and it 
was Mr. Wilson’s intention to present them to | 
his wife and daughter. He gave the jewels into 
the possession of the purser of the ship before 
itleftthe other side, and atthe same time 
made afrangements with one of the mn oe 
officers for the safe-keeping of three valuable 
dogs, which he intended placing on a farm he 
had purchased here. Onthe nightof July2 
he got his jewels from the purser and gave them 
in charge to the head steward, with whom he 
states he had an understanding. The jewels 
were to remain until be had cared for his 
cunine valuables at the Custom-house, Mr. 
Wilson’s idea was to have the jewels remain 
until he found out whether he would have to 
pay any duty on them or not. It was his in- 
tention to soon return to solve that problem. 
During the interim the steward became 
alarmed at the possibility of the Cugtom-house 
officials making search, and fearing that he 
might be found with so large an amount of 
jewelry in his possession he deposited them in 
a box, sealed it, and addressed it to Ferdinand 
Goertze, who resides at Reading, Pa., and 
sent the box with a number of letters 
to Meyér’s Hotel, Third and Washing- 
ton streets, Hoboken, and told his 
assistant to ll the hotel cierk to 
mail the letters, but tohold the box till he 
called for it. The letters and box was left 
with Mr, Meyer’s bookkeeper, who, misunder- 
standing the message, sent the box and let- 
ters to the post-office by aclerk. Postmaster 
Kern weighed the box, and had his attention 
particulariy called to the box because 
of the fact that the address read: 
**Racding,’’ instead of ‘‘Reading.’’ 

The box was sent to the New York office 
along with other mail matter. Later intheday, 
when the -steward calied, he was sur- 
prised to learn that the box 
had been mailed, and he wasina quandary 
because he expected that Wilson would call 
for his property.

How the America Won It and 


How It Has Been De- 
fended. 


History of the Great Internationaé Yacht 
Races.

The Victory of the America in 1851—The De. | 
feat of the Cambria in 1870, and of the 
Livonia in 1871—The Efforts of Canadian 
Yachtsmen—Recent Races in Which the 
Cup Has Been Successfully Defended— 
The Evolution of Yachting Since the Cup 
Was First Sailed for--An Interesting His- 


tory. 


The history of the contests for the America’s 
pup, the trophy that for so many years has 
stood asthe emblem of superiority io yacht- 
ing, remarks the New York Sun, ia interesting 
not only-because of the evolution of yacht 
models which they have brought about, 
but also in lesser degree as showing 
how gentlemen sportsmen may advance from 
what seems now to have been selfish anxiety 
totake undue advantage of each other toa 
plane where each side asks and the other 
grants only what is necessary to afair test 
the representative boats of each class. 

The America’s cup was Originally the One- 
Hundred-Guinea cup, the cup which the Royal 
Yacht Squadron put up at its annual regatta 
around the Isle ef Wight. This race was open 
to all nations, and to all sorts and rigs of 
vessels, a go-as-you-please affair, with 
no allowance for size or rix. A Dew 
cup was put up each year, and the yacht 


that got around first won the cup absolutely. 
The winning of the cupinsuch a race yery 
often provea gg, 4 more than the luck of 
the yacht’s owner. The winning of the cup 
by the America was significant only because of 
the tremendous speed with which she ran 
away from her competitors when all had the 
same wind and conditions. 

The cup is of solid silver and weighs 100 
ounces. Te is exactly two feet high. Inthe 
medaliions around its broadest part are in- 
scribed brief histories of thecup and the con- 
tests waged over it. One medallion is 
engraved thus: 

One-Hundred-Guinea cup, won Aug. 22, 1851, at 
Cowes, Engiand, by vacht **America,"’ at the Roy- 
al Yacht Squadron Kegatta, open wo all pacions, beat- 


On the next medallion is this: 


Schooner **America,’’ 170 tons, Commodore John 
C, Stevens; built by George Steers, New York, 


The other medallions contain inscriptions 
recording the results of the contests that have 
been waged or its possession. 

The first of these contests was, of course, 
the one in which it first came into American 
hands. It wasinthe year 1851. A great in- 
ternational fair bad been opened in London 
and among other American products talked of 
as pasper objects to be exhibited tothe world 
at thatfair wasasample of our pilot boats. 
The Yankee gate had made agtirin the 
marine world, especially the one called the 
Mary Taylor, built by

day was the Commodore of the New York 
Yacht Club, instead of a citizen of Boston.

They brought 
Gown the schooner Countess of Dufferin, 
owned by Mr. Charies Gifford, Vice-Commo- 
dore of the Royal Canadian YachtClub.

Defeat stimulated the Canadians to one more 
trial,and the sloop Atalanta was sent here. The 
sloop Mischief, after F enagiy = reed d trials, was 
chosen to meet her. he Atalanta, owned by 
Capt. Cuthbert, was made from a Yankee 
model, and the race was of no consequence. 
The Mischief beat her over the inside course 
on November 9, 1881, by 28 min. 50 sec., and on 
November 10 over the outside course by 28 min.

In December, 188, the cup was returned by 
the club to Mr. Schuyler, who, on February 2,

: RECENT RACES. 
' In all, five contests had been waged over the 
America’s cup, buta new series of interna- 
tional races was to be inaugurated, each of 
which, in point of public interest, dwarfed all 
the preceding contests taken together. On 


ruary 26, 1885, Sir Richard Sut- 
ton, owner of the British cutter 
Genesta, the second fastest boat 


in Britieh waters, chailenged for the cup. The 
Puritan and the Priscilla were built to meet 
her. The Puritan, modeled by Mr. Edward 
Burgess of Boston, was chosen to meet her, 
and in the presence of thousands the cuntests 
took place. The first, over the inside course, 
was sailed on Monday, September 14, 1885. This 
is the table of the race:

President Nick Young says that one of the 
most important measures to be considered at

Judge M. L. Olmsted of Baker City, Ore., 
has had a most eventful life. He entered the 
Union army, as athree months’ volunteer, at 
the first call of President Lincoln, April 17, 
1861, being at the time but little more than 
sixteen years of age. He re-enlisted for the 
war at Rochester, N. Y., November 5, 1861. 
Before reaching manhood’s estate he had 
become Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel. He 
passed through ail the battles fought by the 
Army of the Potomac to September 28, 1863; 
was wounded at Malvern Hill, Antietam, 
Ohanceliorsvillie and Gettysburg, and was 
twice promoted on the field for brave and 
meritorious service. He led a forlorn hope 
up the rugged siopes of Kenesaw, and was left 
for dead upon the field. He subsequently 
marched with Sherman tothe sea, was one of 
the first to enter the enemy’s works and 
‘planted the first stand of colors over the City 
of Savannah. Judge Oimsted is the proud pos- 
sessor of a decoration received from the hands 
of Gen. Hooker, in person, bearing the record
